lawyer, John C. 


Swartley, Esq., of Doylestown, the 
United Stales District Attorney, who 
prosecuted the case. 


A Philadelphia newspaper, opposed 


to Mr. Bwartley's political alliancr 
says: 


"The thorough preparation of the 


governmtnt's case by United States 
District Attorney Swartley won even 
the reluctant admiration of the law 
yers for he defense. 
"As the trial progressed it wai 


made strikingly evident 
that Mr. 


Swartley had planned his case with 
an eye to the smallest detail. With 
commendable generalship he began 
at the foundation of the big swindle, 
and revealed clearly its growth and 
ramifications. The contents of s ton 
or more of docments, books, pamphlets 
and circulars which composed the 
exhibits of the government were vir- 
tually at bis ringer's ends. 
"Heroics were not employed by the 
district attorney to emphasize the 
swiudle. His language was simple 
and convincing, and he employed all 
of his energy submitting evidence, 
just evidence. He did not bulldoze or 
brow-beat witnesses, nor did he em- 
ploy any of the cheap artifices of 
cross-examination to win his ends.

May Reduce Telephone Rates. 


The house has passed a resolution 


which the business people ot the state 
have hopes will result In forcing the 
telephone companies of the s ate to 
adopt a schedule of lower ra es foi 
the use of telephones operated l>y both 
the Bell company and the inilepeiid 
cnt lines of the state 
Th resolution 


provides that the state ranroad com 
mission shall call a conference of the 
telephone corporations to brlin about 
n readjustment of rates and report Its 
findings to the house within fifteen 
days. The result of the adop ion of 
this resolution has been to bring quite 
a delegation of representatives of the 
different companies to the capltol, and 
it now teems likely that the lallroad 
commission will In a short time an 
uonnce the date for a public hearing 
on tho question, at which the repre 
sentatlves of the 
different < orpora 


tlons may give their views pro and 
con on this subject 


The resolution was the result of a 


recent 
publication by the lallroad 


commission of a suggested graduated 
scale of rates, and It Is the jrurpose 
of Ilemeeintatlve Conlff, of Luzerne, 
the author of the resolution, to en 
deavor to have some siuh satltractor> 
scale adopted 
The comtmssi in lias 


been delving Into this subject for the 
past four years, and it Is said that il 
has gathered a mass of statistics that 
tend to show that while the operating 
expenses of the companies ha^e been 
materially decreased no effort what 
ever has been made to reduce the cost 
to the consumer, but on thi other 
hand In many Instances the rat >s have 
been Increased The table su imltted 
by the commission is so far n garded 
only as being a tentative sug ,'estlon, 
and the hope Is entertained t lat the 
companies can be Induced to ^ ield to 
the demand of the geneial pu ilic for 
a voluntary reduction of rates with 
out having recourse to the passage oi 
any drastic legislation.

ate and house having in cha ge the 
public utilities bill has had tnolhei 
meeting to perfect the bill, and It 
has been arranged that the fli al pub 
lie meeting of the sub-commitiee will 
be held on Tuesday, April 21, aftei 
which it is expected that the bill wil 
have beeu whipped Into sue] shape 
that Its presentation to the ho ise anl 
senate can be had at an early date 
and that It will then have cleai sailing

Telephone inttrnmenU, iwttchbowrds and ap- 


paratus, and the telephone line are all subject to 
certain ills. There must be a "doctor" and he is 
known as the Wire Chief. 


In connection with every Bell Central Office 


is a testing table, thoroughly equipped with appar- 
atus so keen that not only the nature but the ap- 
proximate location of any trouble may be discov- 
ered. This apparatus plays the detective in case 
the instrument or line or any other part of the 
apparatus acts badly. Reports of trouble are for- 
warded to the Wire Chief by the Chief Operator 
and an expert repairman, known as a "trouble 
shooter," is sent to remove the cause of the 
trouble as soon as conditions will permit. 


Perhaps it is in the switchboard, or it may be 


outside, or in the subscriber's own home or office. 
But often ft is caused by the receiver which has 
been carelessly left off the hook. To reduce to a 
minimum these service difficulties the Wire Chief 
and his assistant* make regular tests of all the 
lines.
